with the names o f eleven o fficial re­ 
po rters emplo yed at the capito l and 
asked that they be called as ex pert 
witnesses to co rro bo rate his charges. 
Mr. Blumenberg appeared befo re the 
co mmittee to answer the charge o f 
co ntem pt made against him because 
o f his co nduct in the presence o f the 
co mmittee Saturday night. 
The co m­ 
mittee held an ex ecutive sessio n and 
then anno unced that by unanimo us 
vo te they had dispensed with the serv 
icea o f Blumenberg as o fficial repo rter 
and had subpenaed him as a witness. 
J. E. Sheridan, the Burns steno gra 
pher, who se testimo ny had led to the 
» •nsatlo nal scene in the co mmittee, 
ex plained the metho d by which he 
to o k no tes 
He said the no tes were 
accurate, pro duced the dictagraph be­ 
fo re the co mmittee and ex plained its 
wo rking, and in answer to a questio n 
fro m Mr. Dillingham, signified his will­ 
ingness to submit to any test that the 
co mmittep might prescribe to deter 
mine the accuracy o f his machine and 
o f his rapacity to hear and reco rd a 
co nversatio n under the circumstance* 
which had surro unded his repo rt made 
at To ro nto o f the alleged co nversatio n 
between A. C. Bailey, Harry Kerr and 
Charles McGo wan, a Lo rim er witness, 
is alleged to have made damaging ad­ 
missio ns. 
There was a flurry in the co mmittee 
after Sheridan left the witness chair. 
The atto rneys fo r 
Lo rim er insisted 
that Blumenberg be called as a wit­ 
ness at o nce, befo re the lx >rimer wit­ 
ness to o k the stand. 
Senato r Kern and Senato r Lea to o k 
turns questio ning Blumenberg. Tt was 
manifest that bo th senato rs resented 
the actio n o f the o fficial repo rter o f 
the co mmittee. 
They tried to get him 
to admit that he had acted fo r the 
Lo rimer side in his effo rts to impeach 
the accuracy o f Sheridan's repo rt, but 
the witness insisted he had acted o n 
his o wn vo litio n. 
He said he had be­ 
co me interested in Sheridan’s acco unt 
o f the wo rking o f the dictagraph m ere­ 
ly as a steno grapher and fro m the 
standpo int o f a sho rthand ex pert. 
He 
testified that he had tho ught it was 
mechanically perfect fo r such wo rk 
and did no t require the assistance o f 
any human agency. 
Pro mpted by his 
interest In 
the machine, he bad inter­ 
viewed Sheridan fo r abo ut five min­ 
utes and had 
decided that Sheridan 
was an “amateur," and after study­ 
ing the no tes as they 
appeared in 
Sheridan’s no tebo o k pro duced in evi­ 
dence, he had reached the co nclusio n 
they were “m anufactured.” 
“ Did anyo ne suggest to yo u that yo u 
ex amine 
Sheridan? 
asked 
Senato r 
Kern. 
“No ,” was the reply. 
W. J. Burns, head o f the Burns de­ 
tective agency, do es no t intend to rest 
under the imputatio n that his agency 
has been engaged in a “ frameup.” He 
no t o nly has abso lute co nfidence in 
Detective Bailey, who “ro ped” Charles 
McGo wan, the Canadian, who admitted 
to Bailey that he had perjured him­ 
self, but In Jam es E. Sheridan, the 
dictagraph o perato r, who heard and re­ 
po rted 
McGo wan’s 
admissio n. 
Mr. 
Burns anno unced that either Milto n 
W. Blumenberg. the o fficial steno gra­ 
pher o f the co mmittee, o r Sheridan 
sho uld be sent to jail.

The 7iM| in serve '* 
employed 17.000 men and had already 
cost .« ."» .nno.nOO in addition to the pnv 
of the men. their food and the expense 
of transporting them. 
This was. of 
course, a measure of retrenchment, ft 
was plain at this date that the war 
was to In* a long and costly one. 


Battle Music a Myth. 


Contrary to popular belief the army 
band is not a part of the lighting ma­ 
chine. 
Soldiers going into battle in 
spired by music is ail a romance.

Essex, named after ttie United States j 
frigate r.ssex, famous in the war >fl 
1812. and among the first great Amer­ 
ican cruisers. 
She was commanded by 
W. 1» . Porter, son of David Porter, 
who made the name Essex historic by | 
sailing ilu* original on a long cruise in 
the Pacific ocean. 
The ironclad Essex 
carried eight guns. 
Her ir» >n armor 
was one and three-fourths of an inch 
in thickness. 


Confederate Submarine Torpedoes. 
The ironclad Carondelet was one of 
tin* first two of the Eads boats to take 
tlie water. 
She was launched at Ca- 
rondelet, Mo., in sixty days after the 
contract was signed. 
Her commander 
in Ho* Fort Henry expedition thus re­ 
lates iho experiences of the first iron­ 
clads going to battle on the Tennessee 
river: 
“ Heavy rains had been falling and 
the river had risen rapidly to an un­ 
usual height. 
The swift current had 
brought down an immense quantity of 
driftwood, lumber, fences and large 
trees, and it required all the steam 
power <»f the Garondelet, Avitli both an­ 
chors down and the most strenuous 
exertion » if the officers and crew, work­ 
ing day and night, to prevent the beat 
from 
being 
dragged 
down 
stream 
This adversity appeared to dampen the 
aider of «m 1 r crew, but when ttie n» *xt 
morning they saw a large number of 
white « ibjeets. which, through the fug, 
looked like po.nr bears, coming down 
the stream and ascertained that they 
were the enemy’s torpedoes, 
forced 
from their moorings by tin* powerful 
current, they took heart, regarding the 
freshet as providential and as a pre­ 
sag** of victory. 
The overflowing riv­ 
er which opposed our progress swept 
aw ay in broad daylight this hidden 
peri!, for if the torpedoes had iieen dis­ 
turbed or had broken loos» * at night 
while we w» *,e shoving the drift wood 
from our bows some of them would 
surely have exp!od« *d under «»r near 
our vessels.” 
Ttie torpedoes had been so placed In 
the river by the Confederates that their 
own 
vessels in going down stream 
would slid» * by th» *m and vessels mov­ 
ing upstream. Federal, of course, would 
catch on the infernal machines and ex­ 
plode them. 
They contained seventy; 
pounds of powder and were anchoTe» !. 
On the 4th the tl« *et was within six 
miles of Fort Henry.

Them. 


It is said th a t the use of blinkers, 
or blinders, as they are called in this 
country, had Its origin in the desire 
of certain fashionable folks for a con­ 
v enient place to display the family 
crest. 
Of course, the common excuse 
is that they keep the horse from shv - 
ing. 
"T here is no reason why' 
hoi 
should wear blinkers,” says a writer 
in the Bulletin of the 3. P. C, A. "This 
is shown by the fact that there are 
tens of thousands of horses working 
satisfactorily without them, not only 
in priv ate carriages, but in cabs, v ans 
and ambulances and in towns w here 
the traffic is thickest. 
"No riding horse is ev er seen with 
blinkers; they would be considered to 
look ridiculous with them ; the draft 
horses in the arm y do not wear them, 
and the large brewers and the chief 
railway companies hav e long ago dis­ 
pensed with them. 
"W e recently read in a German pa­ 
per th at their use had been done away 
with by the 
authorities 
in 
Berlin, 
Duesseldorf, Aachen. Koenigsberg and 
Cassel 
In Darmstadt they are allow­ 
ed only in special cases, and Hamburg 
has lately decreed that they shall be 
permitted only if they stand well aw ay 
from the horses's eyes. 
"T he difficulty of dispensing with 
blinkers in the case of horses which 
hav e been accustomed to them, ev en 
for years, is largely imaginary. 
We 
hav e known sev eral cases where the 
change has been made and there has 
been no difficulty at all.”

Comments of W illiam P. Frye After 
All Members of Upper House Ex­ 
cept Quay Had 
Sworn 
They 
Hadn’t Speculated in Sugar.

In the summer of 1894 a committee 
; of the United States senate, of which 
Senator George Gray of Delaware was 
chairman, spent several weeks in in­ 
vestigating accusations publicly made 
that members of the senate during the 
consideration of the so-called W ilson 
! tariff bill, had speculated in the se- 
! curities of the American Sugar Refln- | 
ing company, commonly 
called 
the 
sugar trust. 
The sugar schedule in 
the 
Wilson ! 
tariff bill occasioned prolonged and ex- j 
i cited discussion in the senate. 
Some ! 
senators were in favor of reducing the j 
tariff on raw sugar to a nominal point, 
! while many other senators favored in­ 
creasing the rate; and while the dis­ 
cussion was in progress the accusa- j 
; tion was publicly made that various 
senators had 
been 
speculating 
in 
sugar, and so speculating that their 
votes upon the sugar schedule would 
i favorably 
affect 
their venture into ! 
the stock market. 


In the course of the investigation 
by the senate into the truth of these 
accusations it was suggested that ev- j 
cry senator be called before the com­ 
mittee and made to testify under oath 
whether or not he had been speculat- i 
ing in sugar at any lime during the 
pendency of the tariff bill. 
This was 
done, and every senator testified, and 
every one, with a single exception, de- ( 
nied having directly 
or 
indirectly 
speculated in the securities 
of 
the 
sugar company. 
The one exception 
was the late Senator Matthdw Stan- I 
ley Quay of Pennsylvania, who frank- : 
ly and courageously testified that he j 
had speculated, adding that he had 
closed his speculative accounts 
be- , 
fore the senate had voted upon the ; 
sugar schedule. 


Some weeks after the close of the 
investigation I met the late W illiam 
P. Frye, senator front Maine and he, 
knowing that I had been among oth­ 
ers summoned before the investigat­ 
ing committee to give testimony and 
had been Indicted for refusing to tell 
the committee from whom I obiained 
the information on which I based my 
newspaper letters accusing senators 
of speculating in sugar, began of his 
own accord a conversation with me 
upon that subject. 
“ I have always liked Matt. Quay 
personally,” said Senator Frye, 
‘‘al­ 
though when 1 first knew of him I 
must confess that 
1 
knew 
that he 
would go a ‘leetle’ farther in political 
management than I was willing to go 
when 1 was chairman of the Republi­ 
can state committee in Maine; you 
may remember that I succeeded Mr. 
Blaine as chairman of that commit­ 
tee. 
However, that is neither here 
nor there; what I want to say to you 
| now is that Quay gained my unbound 
| ed resp3Ct and admiration when he 
i appeared before the sugar committee 
and in reply to the question whether 
j or not he had been speculating 
in 
sugar securities frankly and bluntly 
told the committee that he had. 
It is 
my opinion that there is today not a 
! member of the senate who does not 
i entertain for Quay a higher feeling of 
j respect because he had the courage 
! to give that truthful testimony thau 
he ever felt for him before. 


"And 1 want to add." went on the 
i man who was for so 
many 
years 
| president pro tein. of the senate, and 
i throughout his long public career was 
greatly esteemed 
by the public for 
! his integrity of purpose and charac- 
| ter. "I want to add that it made me 
sick at heart to see several senators 
go before that committee and deliber- 
! atelv perjure themselves, though they 
! knew as well that members of the 
j committee and other senators 
were 
j fully aware that they had been spec­ 
ulating in sugar. 
I haven’t yet been 
able to get rid of the feeling that this 
is one of the most pitiable exhibitions 
ever made of the sort of 
depravity 
which men who are in politics and 
who are seeking to make money at 
the same time are so likely to sink 
into "
